If these children did not get a chance to 
attend any school at any time, their pain­ 
fully underpriv ileged status educationally 
would surely be brought to the country ’s 
attention in striking way s. Their parents 
would be beating on congressional doors as 
if they were tom-toms. 
As it happens, the impact of the “ ov er­ 
flow” is not brought to bear sharply on 
these 2,25 0,000 children while the rest go 
along normally . Somehow, under often dis­ 
graceful conditions, cramped space is made 
av ailable for all children of school age. 
Thus the effect of the shortage is spread 
far more widely — if somewhat drastically — 
than if the ov erflow* group was simply de­ 
priv ed of school altogether. 
And, as the President and all the school 
ex perts hav e pointed out, the situation can 
only become increasingly critical in the 
y ears ahead if nothing is done. In the nex t 
fiv e y ears, for ex ample, six million addi­ 
tional children of school age will be head­ 
ing for classrooms. 
Unless the Congress of the United States 
and the people whom it represents are pre­ 
pared to meet this genuine emergency they 
will soon stand conv icted of not caring 
whether the y oung people of America get 
an adequate education or not. 
It has alway s been true that inadequate 
schooling can depriv e an indiv idual of happi­ 
ness, of the ability to make his way in life, 
of the chance to liv e to his fullest ca­ 
pacities. 
Now* there can be ev en greater conse­ 
quences. 
A y oung American's freedom and safety 
are at stake. For this is an age when there 
is a premium upon knowledge. Those who 
do not hav e it or do not apply it may run 
the risk of losing the competitiv e test 
against hostile ty rannies abroad. 
But, bey ond our need for scientists and 
engineers to keep pace with potential ene­ 
mies, we were nev er in greater need of 
citizens with a balanced grasp of the 
political, economic and social w*orld about 
them. 
The danger that we may not fill this 
need is the emergency Mi*. Eisenhower has 
now* brought before Congress. 


ACT OF SELF-DEFENSE 
Sometimes the inter-continental guided

weapon.” It is hard to imagine any thing 
more dev astating than a dev ice which can 
speed 5 ,000 miles without pilot to bring 
fire, ruin and death upon v ast and distant 
targets.

Toward that end, the U. S. is establish- 
in a testing range pigling southeastward 
from Florida through the Caribbean and 
into the South Atlantic. And since this work 
must go on, we are grateful to Brazil for 
making one of its islands av ailable to us 
for use as a tracking station along that 
range.

ed States. Britain and France remain far greater 
than the disagreement which div ides us. The al­ 
liance is not shattered b ut it is shaken and en­ 
feeb led. The collectiv e v oice of the free world is 
muted at a time when the crumb ling of Moscow s 
satellite empire giv es us our greatest opportune 
tics ,f 
This is fine writing b ut we are now looking at 
this from a distance and the *}N» nce ^ tw e e n 
Great Britain. France and the United States is 
neither shaken nor enfeeb led. It stands up despite 
anger and annoyance. And the R ussianE m pire 
has not crumb led. It has. in fact, surv iv ed the 
Hungarian uprising and has formed a closer union 
with Red China than had ev er b efore existed. 
What seems to hav e happened l* that the 
United Nations has come closer to b eing an in­ 
strum ent of American policy and that Great 
Britain is growing closer to Europe and 
hat 
Sov iet Russia is resuming the Cold w ar as de­ 
signed b y Stalin. 
, 
. . 
The United Nations has lost moral stature 
during all these troub les. It has asserted a doub le 
standard of morality—one applying to Egypt; an­ 
other to Hungary. It has disclosed itself as oppor­ 
tunistic. fearful of a power that would strike 
b ack; daring and b rav e against those countries 
that are willing to ab ide b y its decisions. Un­ 
doub tedly, the British. French and other European 
countries recognize their peril in the operations 
of the Afro-Asiatic group, formed at the Bandung 
(inference and continuing to function on a pro­ 
gram of hate against W estern Europe. 
It is now’ American policy to woo these Airo- 
Asians. Nehru came to the United States to focus 
the spotlight on himself as the greatest of Atro- 
Asiatic statesmen. He accomplished little b ecause 
his is a meaningless program ov erlaid with hast 
Indian mystical language which can only mystify 
such a one as Chester Bowles. In the East of Asia, 
it is already outmoded. 
Chou En-lai has gone in for headier stun, as 
he recently exhib ited in Poland. Somehow that 
too astonished those who dwell in Washington 
and are therefore permanently confused. They 
hav e forgotten the Third International—the ruling 
b ody of the Sov iet Univ ersal State of which Rus­ 
sia is one memb er and Red China another. And 
in that b ody, Mao Tze-tung’s word is great and 
therefore when Chou En-lai speaks in M aos 
name, it is as tnough Stalin had returned to life. 
Mao possesses seniority in the world Communist 
mov ement. Besides Mao possesses a powerful and 
well-equipped military force that defeated the 
United States in Korea and the French in Indo­ 
china and that has giv en the British a tough time 
in Malaya.

Washington, Feb . 1 — If this 
correspondent were asked to say 
what is really the b iggest news 
dev elopment in the national capi­ 
tal nowadays and yet the one 
that is b eing giv en relativ ely lit­ 
tle attention, it would b e the 
story that surrounds the federal 
b udget inv olv ing $7 2 b illions of 
expenditure.

NEUROSIS 
Many years ago I v isited a friend in a mental 
institution, b ut b efore going to see him 1 inquired 
from the superintendent as to the nature of his 
illness. 
“He is a schizophrenic," I was told. 
Schizophrenia is another namp for dementia prae- 
cox, the persistent dream state characterized b y 
inappropriate mood, unpredictab le b ehav ior, and 
disintegration. 
Toward the end the patient may 
b ecome mentally withdrawn to the point of total 
withdrawal from reality into phantasy. 
My friend was glad to see me and introduced 
me to the other patients. 
He looked well and 
quite happy. 
He said "You know*, doctor, they 
think I’m crazy and you know I’m not. 
I'm just 
resting here for a while and studying things and 
later I’ll go out and show them something. 
Why, 
I can write b etter than Bernard Shaw; in fact 
I know' as much ab out ev erything as anyb ody 
else.” 
“Surely, you don’t know' music b etter than 
many other people; in fact, you don’t really know 
anything ab out it,” was my comment. 
"That doesn’t m atter,” he replied. “I can learn 
it in no time if I want to. It's not important." 
This idea of liv ing in a persistent dream state 
which satisfies the indiv idual is one form of 
neurosis. Other forms hav e to do with the b elief 
that some illness, some condition of the b ody 
exists when it is really not present. 
The person 
liv es in a persistent state of fear or anxiety ab out 
something which does not exist just as the de­ 
mentia praecox type liv es in persistent phantasy, 
free from the responsib ilities of life. In one case 
the indiv idual must b e b rought b ack to reality 
from his dream state and in the other he must 
b e shown that he has no cause for fear or anxiety 
ab out his apparent ailment. 
What we must keep in mind is that if a per­ 
son b eliev es he has an ailment, such as heart dis­ 
ease or ulcer of the stomach, though no disease 
is present, he really suffers as much mental and 
sometimes physical distress as if he really had 
the disease. In former days, after an examination 
showed no disease present, the patient was told 
b y the physician and family to “forget it.’’ 
Not 
so today. 
Now' it is realized that in the person’s 
mind the disease is present and treatm ent to re­ 
mov e this idea from his mind is giv en. 
This fear of a disease—neurosis—may follow 
an illness, shock, or emotional disturb ance, b e­ 
cause the indiv idual is of the nerv ous or neurotic 
temperament. 
Another “calm” indiv idual would 
undergo the illness, shock or other disturb ance 
and no neurosis dev elop. 
There may hav e b een 
something in the heredity of this nerv ous person 
or some circumstance or circumstances which oc­ 
curred during his preschool years which upset his 
nerv ous b alsnce. 
At that time he may hav e 
feigned illness or disab ility to av oid some respon­ 
sib ility at home or at his play. 
Since that time 
he may hav e measured up to the responsib ilities 
of life* fairly well b ut when run down physically 
or when the prob lem to face is great, again there 
is the need in his life for something on which to 
lay the b lame for his inab ility to meet life’s re­ 
sponsib ilities.
